The  great 
barge  was  decorated  with  Hags  which 
made  a  very  attractive  sight  when  the 
mass  of  iron  and  steel  slided  down  its 
ways  into  the  river.  Some  ditflculty 
existed  in  starting  it  but  at  5  o'clock 
the  cry  of  '"There  she  goes."  drew  ev- 
ery one's  attentwn  to  the  event  of  the 
day.  Launches,  rowboats  and  yachts 
that  were  anchored  around  about  has- 
tened to  break  their  moorings  so  as  to 
keep  out  of  the  way  of  the  great  wave 
that  started  when  the  rush  of  the  boat 
stopped.  These  boats  are  built  solely 
of  metal  and  draw  from  12  to  20 
inches  of  water.  The  men  working 
on  them  are  principally  from  the 
boiler  shops  of  Spiingtield.  There  is 
something  happening  every  day  for 
the  campers  at  Piasa  Chautauqua,  to 
see  and  something  intensely  inter- 
esting.
